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FORTY NINER PROFILE 


Dave Wilcox 


ave Wilcox, a 235-pound strongman 
D in the Forty Niner defense, is a 
relative youngster among National 
Football League linebackers, but the 23- 
year-old Oregonian already has estab- 
lished a reputation as one of the league’s 
superlative defenders. 


Forty Niner assistant coach Dick 
Voris is one of Dave’s greatest boosters. 
“Dave has shown exceptional develop- 
ment in two years,” says Voris, “and he 
is highly respected by other NFL 


teams.” 


A fine natural athlete, Wilcox brings 
both strength and speed to his left line- 
backer position. “He has great feel for 
the position,” says Voris, “and with his 
experience as a defensive end he has 
real fine strength to meet the run. Most 
linebackers are not as strong, but he 
has the strength to handle the big tight 
ends (the Ditkas and Mackeys) to stop 
the run.” 


Wilcox also scores well as a pass de- 
fender, the No. 2 job in the demanding 
double-duty role of a linebacker. “He’s 
a fine pass defender, too,” says coach 
Voris. “He can run with most halfbacks 
for 30 yards, and linebackers like that 
are difficult to find.” Dick points out 
that Wilcox’ speed and strength are the 
qualities which put Dave in good posi- 
tion in the Forty Niners’ “keying” de- 
fense. “He doesn’t guess,”” says Voris, 
“for he reads keys well and reacts with 
quickness and is therefor never in a bad 
position.” 


Voris notes that Wilcox is “a relative 
baby among NFL linebackers.” “Most of 
7 - oD 
the top linebackers have from five to 10 
years’ experience,” says Dick, “so Dave 
has a long career ahead of him.” 


Wilcox, who scored his first pro TD 
last week in Detroit on a fumble recov- 
ery, had a fine rookie campaign in 
1964 when he earned his first starting 
assignment against the Chicago Bears 
in the fourth game of the season. “I was 
really nervous and scared,” says Dave. 
But the big boy from Oregon soon got 
over the stage fright, and he was one of 
the heroes in a 31-21 Forty Niner vic- 
tory over the Bears. Young Mr. Wilcox 
has been San Francisco’s starting left 
linebacker ever since. 


Dave believes linebacking is one of 
the toughest tasks in professional foot- 
ball. “One play you are trying to break

up the run, and the next you might be 
chasing a Lenny Moore downfield on a 
pass.” 


Linebacking was a new role for Wil- 
cox when he joined the Forty Niners 
last year, although he did see action 
at the position in the College All-Star 
game in Chicago against ‘the Bears. 

“Learning the keys was the toughest 
job,” says Dave. “but I had lots of help 
from Dick Voris on the run and Jim 
David on the pass; it also helps to play 
beside someone like Dan Colchico to 
see how to react... and Matt Hazeltine 
helps in many little things.” 


Wilcox. a member of the National 
Football League rookie team last Fall. 
feels the experience he gained in his 
first. pro campaign was invaluable. 

“Many of the things I w orked to learn 
last year are now automatic,’says Dave. 


Dave started his athletic career in 
Vale. a small farming community in 
eastern Oregon where: he was raised 
along with six brothers and one sister. 


A versatile athlete at Vale High School 
(320 enrollment), Dave earned nine 
prep letters in football, basketball and 
baseball. An all-State end. he played on 
two state championship teams. Dave 
also was an all-state selection in basket- 
ball. “I think I was about the tallest 
(6-2) boy in school,” says Dave, who 
averaged about 15 points per game. 
Dave was a jack-of-all trades in base- 
ball, playing every position except 
catcher. 


An indication of Dave’s defensive 
skills became apparent at Boise Junior 
College where he played under Ray 
Lewis. Wilcox set a record by blocking 
eight kicks in one season and went on 
to win All-America Junior College 
honors and to play in the J.C. All- 
America game. 


Wilcox followed his brother John 
(who played a season with the Philadel- 
phia Eagles) to the University of Ore- 
gon, where he majored in education. 
Dave starred for two seasons under 
coach Len Casanova, playing his Junior 
year at end and then moving to guard 
for his Senior season. “The move was a 
big help to me,” says Dave, “for it 
taught me discipline.” 


Oregon played in the Sun Bowl in 
El Paso following a fine season, and 
Dave signed with San Francisco im- 
mediately after the game. Dave was 
a third round Forty Niner draft selec- 
tion, and San Francisco was Dave’s first 
choice, so both parties were quite 
happy.

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FORTY NINERS DEDICATE TRAINING FACILITY 


yp San Francisco Forty Niners have 
dedicated their training facilities in 
Redwood City to the memory of Tony 
and Vic Morabito, founders of the club. 

The training site was renamed “Mora- 
bito Field House,” and a memorial 
plaque was mounted on the building in 
dedication ceremonies on November 1. 
Mrs. Joseph Heintzelman and Mrs. Jane 
Morabito, widows of the Morabito 
brothers, attended the ceremonies along 
with club officials. 

An expansion and remodeling pro- 
gram completed just prior to the 
dedication has made the Forty Niners’ 
Redwood City facility one of the finest 
professional football training centers in 
the nation. The facility includes a train- 
ing building and a practice field. The 
building houses locker rooms and 
showers, a training room, equipment 
room, gymnasium and administrative 
offices for the coaching staff and club 
officials. 

The land upon which the building is 
located and the adjacent training field 
belongs to Redwood City, and the Forty 
Niners lease the facility. However, the 
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Forty Niners maintain the property and 
cover the cost of the expansion. 

The idea for establishing Forty 
Niner training facilities in Redwood 
City (“Climate Best by Government 
Test’?) originated with Alyn Beals, a 
49er graduate (1946-51) who ranks as 
one of the greatest offensive ends in San 
Francisco history. Beals presented his 
proposal to Tony Morabito in 1955. 
The ideal climate and other advantages 
of the Peninsula location appealed to 
Mr. Morabito, and the Forty Niner 
President gave his enthusiastic ap- 
proval to Beals’ plan. 

Beals. who was chairman of the Red- 
wood City Parks and Recreation Com- 
mission at the time, then presented his 
plan to the City Council where the re- 
action was equally enthusiastic, Ground- 
work for the proposed facilities was 
negotiated by Mayor Bill Royer, coun- 
cilmen Bob Spillers and Floyd Granger 
and Recreation Director Bill Morton. 
The Council approved the building of a 
field house and the turfing of the field at 
711 Nevada Street and negotiated a 
lease with the Forty Niners. 


The club moved to the new facility in 
the Fall of 1956 and has enjoyed the 
fine training facilities ever since. The 
recent additions have made the Forty 
Niner Redwood City plant one of the 
most complete and efficient facility of 
its kind in the National Football 
League. 

The association between the Forty 
Niners and Redwood City has been a 
happy one for both parties. The rent 
paid by the Forty Niners during the 
original 10-year lease will cover the 
original cost of the facilities, and since 
the club uses the camp for only three 
months each year. the facilities are 
available for the Boy Scouts, Cubs and 
other youth organizations as well as 
civic functions for the remainder of the 
year. 

The Forty Niners have become a part 
of the Peninsula community, as witness 
the annual “Bring a 49er to Lunch” 
party staged by the Redwood City 
Chamber of Commerce. The Chamber 
entertains the coaching staff and 49er 
squad each year in a luncheon which 
serves to bring the 49ers and com- 
munity closer together.

RAM SCOUT REPORT 


here were 44 seconds left in the first 

half at Baltimore and young Bill 
Munson had the Los Angeles Rams in 
position to get back into the game 
against the defending Western Confer- 
ence Champion Colts. 

Munson went back quickly and fired, 
low and hard. Tommy McDonald drop- 
ped the ball in the end zone. If Munson 
was shaken, he didn’t show it. He called 
McDonald’s signal again. This time Mc- 
Donald didn’t miss. Touchdown Los 
Angeles. 

The Rams eventually went under to 
Johnny Unitas and three Baltimore 
TDs in the last 10 minutes, 35-20, but 
not until second-year quarterback Bill 
Munson had once again shown the 
poise and savvy that point to future star- 
dom in the National Football League. 

Against Baltimore, Munson com- 
pleted 13 of 25 passes for 170 yards and 
two touchdowns, and prompted no less 
a judge than Unitas to comment: 

“He is a fine one. He can really throw 
that ball and he’s always in control of 
himself.” 

Two words stand out when quarter- 
backs and non-quarterbacks talk about 
Munson, a 6-2, 197-pound blond from 
Utah State who started in eight of the 
Rams’ 14 games last year as a rookie— 
cool and quick. 

“He’s very alert, very calm and very 
efficient,” says Harland Svare, the 
Rams’ coach. 

“Fe’s very quick and he really has a 
stop-watch eye,” adds Vic Schwenk, 
Rams’ assistant coach. “Nothing ever 


seems to bother him. He'll stand up 
there to any kind of pressure and if his 
primary man is having trouble, he'll 
pick up the second man immediately.” 

Said a teammate after Munson trig- 
gered a 21-point fourth quarter that 
beat the Chicago Bears earlier this sea- 
son: “] don’t see how a man can get so 
hot and stay so cool.” 

Says Munson: “I don’t see any rea- 
son to be nervous. | concentrate on one 
play at a time. I think about execution 
—not results.” 

Nevertheless, results are starting to 
come for Munson and a Rams’ offense 
that was off to a slow start in *65. 

“We are very pleased with Bill,” says 
Svare. “He’s a good one and he'll be 
better.” 


Baltimore quarterback Johnny Unitas 
says the front four of the Los Angeles 
Rams—Dave Jones, Merlin Olsen, 
Roosevelt Grier and Lamar Lundy— 
give a passer special problems just by 
their size. “If I had to face them every 
week I’d have to learn to throw side- 
arm,” says Unitas. “There were a couple 
times against them when I had a man in 
the open but I had to throw off to the 
side and hope my receiver could ‘read 
me’ and adjust. There’s just no chance 
to throw over them—you have to hope 
your blockers can get you a passing 
lane” ... The Rams’ Four average bet- 
ter than 6-5 and 270 pounds . . . Jones 
is the “baby” at 6-4 and 261 pounds: 
Olsen is 6-5 and 276, and Grier 6-5 and 
290 and Lundy 6-7 and 260.

NFL NOTES 


MORE THAN 10 PER CENT of all 
300-yard plus passing performances in 
the history of the National Football 
League belong to Johnny Unitas, the 
quarterback of the Baltimore Colts. No 
individual ever passed for as much as 
300 yards during the first 20 years of 
the league, but on Dec. 1, 1940, Davey 
O’Brien of the Philadelphia Eagles 
gained 316 yards through the air. Since 
then, the feat has been accomplished a 
total of 144 times by 37 different 
passers. 

Unitas has 15 such performances, 
eight of which came in the two seasons 
of 1960 and 1963 when Johnny topped 


300 four times each year. The only other 
men to hit 300 four times in a season are 
Y. A. Tittle with New York in 1962 and 
Sonny Jurgensen with Philadelphia in 
1961. 

Behind Unitas in the total number of 
300-yard plus days are Tittle, 13 (4 with 
San Francisco, 9 with New York) ; Jur- 
gensen, 12 (9 with Philadelphia, 3 with 
Washington) ; Bobby Layne, 10 (1 with 
the New York Bulldogs, 6 with Detroit, 
3 with Pittsburgh), and Bill Wade, 10 
(2 with Los Angeles, 8 with Chicago).

The San Francisco 49ers-Los Angeles 
Ram football competition has been one 
of the most spirited rivalries in the his- 
tory of professional football. Here are 
some of the highlights from the 49er- 
Ram record book: 

1951: San Francisco scored its first 
victory in the series with a 44-17 
triumph over the eventual winners of 
the Western title. Gordy Soltau scored 
26 points for the 49ers, and Leo Nomel- 
lini blocked a Ram punt and scored a 
TD. The Rams reversed the decision, 
23 to 16 in Los Angeles. 

1953: Two of the most exciting 
games in the rivalry resulted in two San 
Francisco wins. The 49ers overcame a 
20-0 deficit in the first game and finally 
won on Gordy Soltau’s field goal with 
five seconds to play, 31 to 30. The re- 
match in Los Angeles was another 
cliffhanger, with the Forty Niners win- 
ning, 31 to 27, on a 17-yard pass from 
Y. A. Tittle to Soltau with a minute to 
play. : 
1963—Los Angeles 28, 49ers 21 (LA)

1964—Los Angeles 42, 49ers 14 (LA)

1955: The Rams, bound for another 
Western Division title, whipped San 
Francisco twice, 23 to 14 and 27 to 14. 

1956: Gordy Soltau had another 
great kicking day against Los Angeles 
with four field goals in a 33-30 49er 
win in San Francisco. The Rams turned 
the tables in Los Angeles, 30 to 6. 


1957: A Y. A. Tittle-R. C. Owens 
“Alley-Oop” beat the Rams in Kezar, 
23 to 20, but the Rams once again took 
the return battle in Los Angeles, 37 
to 24. 

1958: Los Angeles scored two of its 
biggest wins in the series, routing San 
Francisco twice, 33 to 3 and 56 to 7. 

1959: The Forty Niners scored one 
of the biggest surprises in the series 
when they whipped the favored Rams, 
34. to 0, for the first of five straight San 
Francisco wins. San Francisco repeated 
in the south, 24 to 16, led by Abe Wood- 
son’s 105-yard kickoff return. 

1961: The year of the “shotgun.” 
The Forty Niners won, 35 to 0, at San 
Francisco, but the Rams won in Los 
Angeles, 17 to 7. 

1962: Each team won on the road. 
The Rams won in Kezar 28 to 14, but 
San Francisco evened things up in the 
Coliseum with a 24-17 win.
